In  the  case  of  every  child  born  it  is  the  duty  of  the  father  of  the  child,  if  at  the 
time  of  the  birth  he  is  actually  residing  on  the  premises  where  the  birth  takes  place, 
and  of  any  person  in  attendance  upon  the  mother  at  the  time  of,  or  within  six  hours 
after  the  birth  to  send  notice  of  the  birth  within  thirty-six  hours  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  County  Hall,  Maidstone. 

Postcards  with  prepaid  postage  for  this  purpose  are  supplied  to  Medical 
Practitioners,  Midwives,  Hospitals  and  Maternity  Homes,  on  application  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  County  Hall,  Maidstone.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Facilities  for  immunisation,  free  of  cost,  are  available  at  all  Child  Welfare 
Centres,  and  at  special  Immunising  Clinics,  and  all  Medical  Practitioners  have  been 
invited  to  participate  in  the  scheme,  which  provides  for  free  immunisation  against 
diphtheria.  The  child  should  normally  have  the  first  injection  between  the  ages  of 
eight  months  and  one  year  ;  and  reinforcing  doses  shortly  before  starting  school  and 
again  at  nine  years  of  age. 

Supplies  of  A.P.T.  and  T.A.F.  can  be  obtained  from  the  County  Laboratory, 
Maidstone,  by  all  practitioners  carrying  out  immunisation  under  the  Council’s 
arrangements. 

DOMESTIC  HELP.

COUNTY  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  a  comprehensive  ambulance 
service  throughout  the  County.  Other  than  in  cases  of  accident  and  emergency, 
no  ambulance  or  car  will  be  provided  except  on  the  recommendation  of  a  doctor, 
midwife,  hospital  or  District  Officer. 

To  facilitate  the  call-out  of  ambulance  in  cases  of  accident  or  emergency,  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  with  the  Post  Office  Authorities  for  such  calls  to  be  passed 
automatically  to  the  nearest  manned  fire  station,  the  staff  of  which  will  assume  the 
responsibility  of  dealing  with  the  emergency.  The  arrangement  will  not  operate 
where  direct  lines  exist  between  public  call  boxes  and  ambulance  stations. 

The  service  will  be  provided  by  (a)  vehicles  provided  and  manned  by  the  County 
Council ;  (b)  vehicles  operated  and  manned  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade, 
British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Margate  Ambulance  Corps  acting  as  agents  of  the 
Council  and  (c)  sitting  case  cars  provided  through  the  Hospital  Car  Service  as  the 
agents  of  the  Council.

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HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 


Hospital  and  specialist  services,  including  institutions  for  the  chronic 
sick,  mental  homes,  maternity  homes,  convalescent  homes,  dispensaries  and 
out-patient  department  are  administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards 
set  up  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  The  Southeast  Metropolitan  Regional 
Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  all  hospitals  in  Kent,  but  for  day 
to  day  administration  Hospital  Management  Committees  are  set  up  to  deal 
with  groups  of  hospitals. 

The  District  Officer  is  supplied  with  particulars  relating  to  each  hospital 
in  his  district,  but  generally  speaking  admission  to  hospital  is  a  matter  for  the  doctor 
in  charge  of  the  patient  and  he  will  make  arrangements  direct  with  the  hospital 
authorities,  calling  upon  the  County  Ambulance  Service  for  the  removal  of  the 
patient  to  hospital  where  this  is  considered  necessary. 


DISTRICT  OFFICERS. 


These  officers  are  responsible  for — 

1.  Duties  as  authorised  Officers  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts. 

2.  Acting  as  representatives  of  the  County  Health  Department  in  dealing  with 
enquiries  made  by  the  Public  and  arranging  for  County  Health  Services  to  be 
made  available  in  cases  of  difficulty. 

3.  Carrying  out  the  duties  of  the  County  Council  under  the  National  Assistance 
Act  in  (a)  arranging  admissions  of  old,  handicapped  and  homeless  people  to 
residential  establishments  other  than  in  cases  of  sickness  ;  (b)  the  care  of  moveable 
property  of  patients  who  are  admitted  to  hospital  or  a  residential  establishment 
provided  by  the  Council  where  it  appears  that  there  is  danger  of  loss  or  damage 
to  the  property.

CIRCULAR  2831— PROMOTION  OF  CLEANLINESS,  GOOD  HABITS 

AND  THE  ELIMINATION  OF  VERMINOUS  CONDITIONS. 

Cleansing  Station,  Brook  Vale,  Northtleet,  is  adapted  for  the  cleansing  of 
verminous  persons,  lethane  is  used  in  cases  of  infestation  of  head.  Clothing  is 
disinfected  by  steam  disinfection  while  patients  are  undergoing  treatment. 

During  1948,  23  persons  and  contacts  were  treated. 

CEMENT  DUST  NUISANCE. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  report  prepared  by  the  Local  Authorities 
investigation  Committee  appointed  to  consider  what  action  could  be  taken  to  abate 
the  nuisance  caused  by  dust  from  Cement  Works. 

(1)  It  has  therefore  to  be  recognised  that  there  will  always  be  a  4%  to  5% 
emission  of  dust  in  the  Thameside  Area  so  long  as  the  manufacture  of  cement 
continues. 

(2)  The  Committee  were  informed  that  it  is  the  present  policy  of  the  Government 
to  provide  the  increased  quantities  of  Cement  required  by  establishing  factories  out 
of  the  Thameside  area  and  new  works  will  be,  or  are  being  erected  in  Staffordshire 
and  in  Wiltshire  and  extension  of  existing  factories  in  Derbyshire  and  Warwickshire. 

(3)  As  a  result  of  the  prolonged  and  detailed  investigation  made  by  the 
Committee  they  feel  that  the  only  steps  which  can  be  taken  by  the  Conference  is  to 
bring  pressure  to  bear  upon  the  Government  for  the  early  release  of  sufficient  steel 
to  enable  precipitation  plant  to  be  installed  and  maintained  in  proper  working  order 
in  all  the  factories  in  the  Thameside  area  to  reduce  the  emission  of  dust  to  a  maximum 
of  not  more  than  5%. 

(4)  Having  regard  to  the  immense  output  of  cement  in  the  Thameside  area 
this  amount  of  5%  will  still  cause  a  nuisance  at  times  but  if  this  standard  is  reached 
it  will  considerably  lessen  the  nuisance  which  has  been  so  pronounced  and  at  times 
intolerable. 

(5)  The  Committee  were  assured  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Cement 
Companies  to  adopt  the  best  practicable  means  to  keep  the  nuisance  to  reasonable 
limits.  The  Committee  are  satisfied  that  as  a  result  of  their  efforts  and  representa¬ 
tions,  the  Cement  Companies  have  had  delivery  or  orders  for  precipitation  plant 
and  spare  parts  expedited. 

(6)  It  is,  however,  recommended  that  the  Chief  Inspector,  Alkali,  etc.,  Works 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Cement  Companies  concerned  should  ensure  that 
full  efficient  electrostatic  precipitation  plant  is  installed  for  all  kilns  at  all  the  Works 
and  that  the  appropriate  Ministry  should  arrange  for  steel  to  be  available  at  all 
times  in  the  future  for  the  manufacture  of  spare  parts  and  equipment  of  the  plant 
which  may  be  required  from  time  to  time. 

(7)  The  results  of  the  dust  deposit  tests  taken  do  show  that  although  the 
nuisance  is  still  existing,  it  has  certainly  been  reduced  over  the  past  few  months. 

(8)  Section  92  (2)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  provides  that  consent  of 
the  Minister  of  Health  is  required  before  proceedings  may  be  instituted  by  a  Local 
Authority  in  respect  of  certain  nuisances  referred  to  in  Section  92  (1)  (d)  of  the  Act 
where  proceedings  might  be  instituted  under  the  Alkali,  etc.,  Works  Regulations 
Act,  1906. 

(9)  It  would  seem  to  be  useless  contemplating  legal  proceedings  in  cases  of 
this  kind  unless  the  Alkali  Inspectors  expressed  the  opinion  that  all  resonable  and 
practicable  steps  were  not  being  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance,  and  the  remedy  would 
then  appear  to  be  under  the  Act  of  1906  previously  referred  to. 

(10)  The  Committee  feel  therefore  that  no  useful  purpose  would  be  served 
by  pressing  for  the  legislation  suggested. 
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MILK  SUPPLY. 

Thirty-four  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
all  proved  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  school  milk  as  supplied  by  W.  E.  W.  Southwood,  Vale  Road  Dairy, 
Northfleet,  were  taken  monthly  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  Northfleet 
Urban  District  Council,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  dairies  or  bottling  establishments  situated  in  this  district. 


ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT)  REGULATIONS,  1947. 

There  are  fifteen  establishments  in  the  district,  eleven  are  registered  for  retail 
only,  while  two  are  registered  to  make  ice  cream  applying  the  Heat  Treatment  in 
the  process  of  manufacture  as  prescribed  by  the  regulations. 

An  inspection  of  the  premises  was  carried  out  in  company  with  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  with  the  result  that  two  of  the  three  remaining  manufacturers  of  cold  mix 
have  discontinued  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream  while  the  third  changed  to  retail  only. 

Fifty  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  with  the  result 
that  23  were  of  grade  1,  13  of  grade  2,  7  of  grade  3  and  7  of  grade  4. 

In  no  case  were  pathogenic  organisms  cultivated.

INFESTATION  ORDER  SR  &  O  1943  No.  680. 

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Circular  N.S.  No.  19, 
a  test  was  made  of  the  Sewer  and  was  found  to  be  infested  at  the  high  level  of 
Swanscombe.  Poison  baits  were  laid,  a  re-test  was  made  which  proved  that  the 
infestation  had  been  successfully  dealt  with.  A  further  test  was  made  later  in  the 
year,  on  this  occasion  it  was  found  that  the  sewer  was  rat  free. 

Periodical  treatment  was  also  carried  out  to  seven  major  and  fifteen  minor 
infested  areas. 


REFUSE  COFFECTION. 

One  S.D.  Freighter  (registered  1939)  of  6  cubic  yards  capacity  is  used  for  this 
work,  one  driver  and  four  men  are  employed  on  this  vehicle. 

It  was  necessary  on  occasions  to  utilise  the  Ford  lorry  to  maintain  this  service. 
Approximately  4,182  cubic  yards  were  collected  and  disposed  of. 


STREET  CFEANSING,  GUFFEY  AND  CESSPOOF  EMPTYING. 

Although  these  services  were  reasonably  maintained,  it  was  at  times  necessary 
to  loan  vehicles  from  the  neighbouring  authorities.  The  Council’s  Scammell  at 
times  being  out  of  commission  owing  to  mechanical  defects.
